SACRAMENTO - The California State 
Supreme Court's rejection last week of Rep， 
Daniel Lungren's claim to the .state 
treasurer s job marks the first successful 
entry of Asian Americans into the state?s 
political arena. 

Robert awahara, President of the Japa- 
nese American Bar Association of LA, said 
that the victory was Significant in that it was 
the firststatewide issue organized and led by 
Asian Ainericans”andis“an indicator of an 
emerging political force in the state.” 

Originally considered a“shoo-in”for 
approvalLungren and his supporfters did not 
expectthepossible opposition'from Japanese 
Americans to Seriously-hamper his appoint- 
Inent. 

Japanese and other Asian American 
groups Were Upset Over Lungren's vigorous 
OppositiontoTedress forJapaneseAmericans 
interned during WWI. Lungren Sat on the 
US Commission onRedress and Reparations 
and despite missing many of the hearings， 
played a major Tole in trying to eliminate 
monetary ITeparations from the House bil 
Sent to President Reagan. 

After extensive Tesearch into Lungren's

During his speech, Chu shouted that“the 
Kuomintang in its 40 years in Taiwan has not 
allowed democracy.”

As Chu was leaving,the protest- 
ers threw rocks and soft drink caps at his 
entourage.

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Ringleader in Skinhead Case 
Pleads Cujlty to Intimidation 


PORTLAND - The ringleader of a trio 
of Skinheads who attacked a Chinese man in 
March pleaded guilty to first degree intimi- 
dation, afelony,earlier this month. Timothy 
McCoy, 19, was indicted by the Multnomah 
County Grand Jury in late April for the ra- 
ciallymotivated attackofChin Hock-Seng,a 
Portland department store manager. 

Chin，his wife，two-yr-old daughter， 
motherandafamily friend, wereaccostedby 
the three youths who shouted racial and ob- 
Scene epithets at them as they left a down- 
town Portland restaurant The Skinheads 
then attacked Chin,calljnghim a“gook”and 
telling him to“go back to where he came 
from. (天 / 友 4/14, 5/5). 

Circuit Court Judge Nely Johnson cr- 
dered a pre-sentence investigation and set 
the sentencing date forJuly 11.McCoy faces 
uptofive years in prison forthe intimidation 
COnviction. 

The statuteprohibiting intimidation was 
passed by the Oregon state legislature in 
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1981 and amended in 1983, to address the 
growing number of incidents involving ver- 
bal and physical abuse of individuals based 
on Tace, Teligious belief, or national origin. 

The two other youths involved in the 
beating, both juveniles, were given sentences 
in April. Robert Stezel, 17, was sentenced to 
the McLaren Schoolfor Delinquentsuntil his 
21st birthday. 

The other youth，John Condron，was 
given 3a Suspended sentence to McLaren， 
pending“absolute good behavior”until his 
19thbirthdayandplacedona strictprobation. 
Condronparticipated in shouting racial slurs， 
butnotin the actual beating. He was charged 
with the assaultbecausehe didn?tleave when 
the physical attack began. 

9ince the incident the articulate and 
thoughtfulChin has appeared on Severallocal 
public affairs TV programs to discuss the 
attack and racism in Portland.

teem. Alotof 过 comes downtoeducation. I 
also has to do with pride in one's culture as 
Well as pride in one'S skills. . . . I would 
encourage families to let their kids be them- 
Selves, find their own way in the world. . . . 
Sometimes，Chinese families tend to be a 
little restricting and confining.” 

The fact that many Chinese have cultural 
inhibitions that prevent them from using an 
agency like Planned Parenthood, may help 
explain why Asians constitute only seven 
percent of the clientele in the Alameda/SF 
area. Luke said the numbers could also be 
low，because there is a lack of bilingual 
employees at the agency and “there are other 
Places where Asians go for services. In fact 
about 13 years ag0，we started a_ clinic in 
Chinatown [which is no longer in service]， 
because we felt it was better for the commu- 
nity， The residents, especially monolingual 
immigrants，[felt much more comfortable 
going to a place in Chinatown where they 
could speak to people in their own language. 
The people we do see now are Southeast 
Asians and Asian American teenage girls 
Who come im with their boyfriends.” 

Asked if she ever has conflicting emo- 
tions Over her job and culture, for example 
prescribing contraceptives to unmarried 
people, when parents disapprove ofpremari- 
tal Sex，she admitted she might have had 
mixed emotions when she was younger but 
notanymore.“Ithink Chinese parents know 
What s going on，but they just don't want to 
acknowledge or confront it.” 

Her daughter, who is 16，grew up with 
Planned Parenthood and is well-informed 
about contraceptives and abortions. “She 
knowsgs clearly what my view is, which is that 
Idon tbelieve that teenagers should be hav- 
ing Sex, because young people can"thandleit 
very Well Its a lot more than physical 
matrity, it has to do with how to handle the 
emotional and psychological kind of re- 
SpOonses. She knows,andIknow,thatit can't 
be taken lightly.” 

Luke says one Teason for her resigning 
now is to allow them to spend more time 
together， At the moment, Luke has no defi- 
nite future plans. She is considering consult- 
ing businesses and corporations to_ better 
manage their health care Services. 

Also, as 3a board member of the Asian 
Business League and Chinese for Affirma- 
tive Action, she vows to foster the develop- 
mentof Asians who will excelin positions of 
leadership， She says the assets needed for 
good leaders are “political skills, good com- 
munication Skills，and setting policies. To 
achieve . . . Senior executive [and] CEO 
positions，they've got to broaden those 
Skills”Luke advised.

Sacramento has been forced to “overmatch>” 
the state'srequirementof10% local funding， 
withthecountybeing forced to come up with 
about 20% of APCC's funding. 

The reasomn, according to Dr. Ron Usher， 
chief of the Department of Health in Sacra- 
mento County，is that“the state has only 
provided a 19% cost of living adjustment so 
that the $25 million budget has remained 
Telatively unchanged. . . . The problem, pure 
and simple,is that the State has notprovided 
adequate adjustment to reflect the reality of 
ipflation .2 

Although the _ government classifies 
APCC as an“outreach”facility, a link be- 
tween the commnnity and professional clin- 
ics，Christine Umeda, executive director of 
APCC,feelstheagencydoesmorethanrefer-

ButAPCC doesn' tjust deal with “major” 
mentalillnesses.“Some people are justhav- 
ing difficulty coping with being lost without 
any IesoOurces, Says Umeda. “They can:f 
Speak the language and the situation is then 
more Complicated. They become depressed. 
They don teatb they don't take care of them- 
Selves.. .ItsSnotso much thatthey?re crazy 
一 由 eyTe noti 一 but they”ve gotten to the 
point where they feel they don?t have any 
family support and that they just don't have 
anyone to help them. 

The 1980 Census reported that in Sacra- 
mento there are about 14,000 Chinese， 
12,000Japanese,6000Filipinos,2 000Kore- 
ans,，3nd onjy 250 Pacific Islanders。 But 
Umeda explains that the last figure is mis- 
leading, since many Pacific Islanders were 
reported as “Other” in the census。 She esti- 
mates thatthere are 9-7,000 Pacific Islanders 
in Sacramento now，with significant in- 
creases in the Filipino and Korean popula- 
tons as well， 

Of these five cultures served by APCC ， 
the Chinese makes the most use of the 
agency.AbbeyYau,astaff supervisor ofcase 
WoOrk who speaks aspate of Chinese dialects， 
Teports that at least 50% of APCC clients are 
Chinese，with the otherfour cultures sharing 
the rest of the resource time equally- 

IntheearlyyearsofAPCC,thenknownas 
“Stepping Stones” a budget of $180,000 
provided services for a reluctant clientele. 
Asians didn't wantthe stigma of going to a 
1iE11GL Nealtiagency.“Patientsbyandlarge 
didn t raise their hands and say “IT have a 
problem.，We had to give them the '“Okay- 
ness and teach them it was okay to get some 
help,”says Umeda. 

ButAPCC has subsequently become bet- 
terknown in the community and has seen a 
Steady increaseinpatients each year.“We'Te 
Seeing in excess of 2,000 individuals and 
95% are monolingual. Byandlarge they are 
an immigrant population.” However the 


budgeb raised to $204,000 in 1986, has not 
increased Since then. 

JIn fact the increased acceptance of men- 
tal health issues among APCC?s community 
Imembers prompted the name change.“Now 
people come to us with littte hesitation。 We 
don'thave to force them orpull them off the 
Streets. Now their friends tell them about us 
Or doctors refer them to us”Umeda said . 

“Just last month, a psychiatrist called us 
from the local emergency ward, and she was 
Teal anxious because they were in a crisis 
Situation and had to make a decision whether 
to discharge or retain a Chinese clientb”she 
added，The hospital couldn't communicate 
With the patient and wondered whom they 
could call.“I said,“Well you could try a 
translation Service Or you try UC Medical 
Centter， but 由 eir services are only for their 
hospital. They mighthelp youout ....Soshe 
calls someone out of the courthouse who 
knew the language, but thank goodness this 
person had the sense to say I can't do that 
(psychological assessments). . ，Finally, my 
worker did get down there. We'”vebeen abje 
to bail them out so far.” 

Umeda fears the day APCC will have to 
Shut its doors.“If there were other programs 
thathadthelanguage capabilities,itwouldn'f 
be quite as drastic. But since it doesn'texist 
they are blocking off services to an entire 
group of people. .. .And no one will get any 
helptillthey”vehadacomplete mentalbreak- 
down.” 

Umeda says that 让 APCC can keep its 
doors Open,， an expansion of services wi 
includenotonly“]owerlevelofservices,”but 
day and outpatient treatment and even acute 
Crisis Services. Currently APCC is mounting 
3a letter-Writing campaign to prevent 3a pos- 
Sible shutdownin August. Statelegislation is 
pending which would increase thebudget by 
$25,000，but whether even this amount can 
Save APCC is doubtful, as otherprograms in 
Sacramento are in jeopardy as well.
